SLEEP OF TIIE LEAVES. 
‘What Linneus has called the sleep of the 


leaves, appears to depend wholly upon the | 


defect of the action of light and heat, and the 
excess of the operation of moisture. 

‘This singular but. constant phenomenon 
was never scientifically observed, till the at- 
tention of the botanist of Upsal was fortunate- 
ly directed to it. He was examining particu- 
ly a species of lotus, in which four flowers had 
appeared during the day, and he missed two 
in the evening; by accurate inspection, he 
soon discovered that these two were hidden 
by the leaves which had closed round them. 
Such a circumstance could not be lost upon 
so acute an observer. Ue immediately took 
a lantern, went into bis garden, and witnessed 
a series of curious facts before unknown. All 
the simple leaves of the plants he examined, 
had an arrangement totally different from their 
arrangement in the day ; and the greater num- 
ber of them were seen closed or folded toge- 
ther. 

“‘ The sleep of leaves is, in some cases, ca- 
pable of being produced artificially. Decan- 
dolle made his experiment on the sensitive 
plant. By confining it ina dark place in the 
day time, the leaves soon closed ; but on illu- 
minating the chamber with many lamps, they 
again expanded. So sensible were they to 
the effect of light and radient heat. 

“ The cause of the preservation of the leaves 
of evergreens through the winter is not accu- 
rately known. From the experiments of Hales, 
it appears that the force of the sap is much 
less in plants of*this species, and probably 
there is a ‘certain degree of circulation 
throughout the winter; their juices are less 
watery than those of other plants, and proba- 
bly legs liable to be congealed by cold, and 
they are defended by stronger coatings from. 
the action of the elements.

EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 


[From late London papers, brought by recent arrivais by 
New- York] 








The Packet ship New York, Capt. Bennett, 
arrived at New York, sailed from Liverpool 
on the 10th February. 

On the Sd of February, parliament assem- 
bled for the despatch of business, and, as 
the state of his majesty’s health was no! such 
as rendered it advisable for him to underg: 
the fatigue of opening the session in person, 
the roy al speech was delivered by the Jords 
commissioners, appointed for that purpose. 

Greecr.—The Greeks have been successful 
in three naval engagements. The result of 
the battle of the 15th November was previ- 
ously known. A letter from Constantinople 
of the 19th states, that a second defeat of the 
Turkish fleet had taken place, and that Ibra- 
him Pacha had fled towards Alexandria, to 
which place the victorious Greeks had pur- 
sued them. 

Accounts from Missolonghi of December 

2th, state, that a British frigate had just ar- 
rived with intelligence of a third victory.— 
This battle was fought on the 3d of Decem 
ber, in which the Greeks gave a deadly blow 
to the Egyptian naval forces upon the coast, 
near the island of Crete. ‘Twelve lorge trans- 
ports, captured in this engagement, had arriv- 
ed at Napoli, having on board 500U negro 
soldiers, 400 horses, and a large quantity of 
provisions. Besides the transports captured, 
fifteen of the Turkish squadron, and a fine 
frigate, were burned. 

Calcutta pupers to the 1st September had 
been reecived which give the details of con- 
tinued successes against the Burmese. 

On the 6th Feb. the average prices of grain 
was 67s. in London ; and it was expected that 
thé ports would soon be open for the expor- 
tation of wheat from Canada. 

An extract of a private letter from Paris, 
dated Feb, 4, says, “I have seen the post- 
script to a private letter, from good authori- 
ty at Madrid, to the following effect :—* The 
declaration of the British Govemment, as to 
the Colonies, has caused the greatest conster- 
nation at Court, and disconcerted all the plans 
of the Ministers.’ They are alarmed for the 
fate of the last expedition. The King has 
unnounced his determination to hold no di- 
plomatic with any Power which 
shall make ‘Treatics of Alliance with his in- 
surgent Colonies, and will even treat them as 
encinies. 
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Let England therefore look to her- 
Loxpox, Feb. 8.

A letter from that city of the 22d, 
says, “the influence of the British Cabinet 
has obtained a complete triumph.” 

The Rey. Mr. Colton was at Paris in the 
early part of February. 

Mr. Brown, the Minister of the United 
States at the Court of France, presented his 
new credentials to the King, on the 18th of 
January. 

The frigate Constitution, and the Ontario 
brig of war, anchored in the Bay of ‘Tunis, on 
the 19thof Dec. Mr.Cox, the American Con- 
sul was landed from the frigate. 

On the morning of the 26th of January, the 
east end of the Long Room of the London 
Custom House, sunk with a tremendous crash 
—luckily before the clerks arrived, or the 
consequences would have been serious.

The Committee on State Prisons have re- 
ported to the New-York Legislature favorably 
on the subject of the Auburn Prison, which 
contains six hundred cells for the separate con- 
finement of convicts, where they are doomed 
at once to solitude and hard labor. They 
state that the New-York prison contains fifty- 
four rooms 12 feet by 18, where the average 
number of convicts huddled together varies 
from 700 to 8UU—sometimes 12 aid sometimes 
15 inhabita single room. ‘lhe committee re- 
commend that Commissioners be appointed 
to sell and dispose of the state prison in New- 
York, for the purpose of erecting a prison on 
the plan of the Auburn. 

Some individuals in London have projected 
anew improvement, and which will excite sur- 
prise on this side of the water. They are lay ~ 
ing what they call a Necropolis, or the city of 
dead men. It is to be furnished out ina style 
of great magnificence—to occupy a high and 
commanding position, and to receive all the 
decorations of which it is susceptible from the 
handofart. What a satire is this upon human 
grandeur—we build proud tombs and magni- 
ficent sepulchres. ‘The account goes on to 
state that the stock is industriously sought 
after—there is a sort of aristocracy even in 
death.

He has passed Cape Horn sixtcen 
times, the Cape of Good Hope twice, circum- 
navigated the Globe twice, visited nearly all 
the ports on the western coast of North and 
South America, New Holland, New Zealand, 
more than forty Islands in the Southern and 
2acific Oceans; has obtained 15,000 barrels 
of spermaceti oil, and 4000 barrels whale o:l, 
and never had a man kilied on board his ves- 
sel, nor a bone of one of his men broken by 
a whale.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT ST. THOMAS. 

- A letter dated St. Thomas, Feb, 15th, gives 
an account of the destruction of half the city 
by fire on the 12th. it broke out at 8 o’clock 
in the morning, and raged with great fury for 
several hours, destroying every house and 
store at the leeward of the spot where it be- 
gan, with the exception of one fire proof store, 
und a dwelling house on the top of a high hill. 
Four or five hundred houses, including the 
small houses occupied by negroes, were de- 
stroyed, and more tran 500 families were left 
houseless. ‘These families were in a state of 
the greatest distress. Several hundied of 
them being reduced trom an easy condition, 
and nay of them from affluence, to bepgury. 
The letter states that the fire might have been 
easily extinguished, had the firemen been 
permitted to work in their usual dress, but 
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form, the Gre made sueh progress before a 
sufficient number of men were collected, that 
all efforts to check it were unavailing. It 
was for a long time apprehended that the 
whole town would be destroyed as the flames 
gained rapidly to windward, and it was owing 
in a great measure, to the aid of the crew of 
the United States schr. Grampus, that they 
were finally checked.

The first congress of the Mexico Union, 
under the pew constitution, was assembled in 
the month of January. The gwo branches— 
the senate and house of representatives -— were 
doing business with regularity and harmony. 
On the subject of the victory of Ayacucho, in 
Peru, the editor of the Mexican Sun (2d Feb.) 
observes— 

“ ‘This most giorious victory produces the 
same effect for our independence as the affair 
of Saratoga produced for that of the United 
States. The nations of Europe will now be 
convinced, that Spain has no longer any re- 
sources for the object of subduing us.—- 
throughout the vast extent of America, the 
flag of Spain floats on the walls of Callao and 
St. Juan de Uiua alone, and it will soon dis- 
appear entirely.” 

‘The Mexican “ Eagle” contains a succinct 
history of the late war between the United 
States and Great Britain, offered as “ a lesson 
of heroism’’ to the Mexicans. A subscription 
has been opened in Mexico for the relief of 
the Spanish Constitutionalists in England. 





The official reports of the Patriot victories 
in Peru were received in Mexico on the 28th 
January. The President of the Mexican Union 
issued immediate orders that they should be 
celebrated throughout the Republic by dis- 
charges of artillery and other manifestations 
of joy.

himself on having performed an act which is 
serviceable to his country and honorable to 
himself. Perhaps it would be well if some in- 
stitution was devised and supported at the ex- 
pense of the state which should be go organiz- 
ed ws would tend most effectually to produce 
adegree of emulation among farmers, by re- 
wards and honorary distinctions conferred on 
these who, by their successtul experimental 
efforts and improveinents, should render them- 
selves duly entitled to them. It might also 
be advisable to have two or three experimen- 
tal farms in different parts of the state, under 
the direction of suitable superintendants, who 
should have the profits of the farms to them- 
selves, and who should be excited to adegree 
of emulation, by a reward given yearly to that 
superintendant who should be found the best 
entitled by fis superior culture, and by the 
sticcess of his experiments when duly authen- 
ticated, and published yearly for the benefit of 
the community, Something like these might 
cost considerable at first, but might eventual- 
ly be made the meaus of greatly enriching the 
gtate by improving its agriculture,
